CONSTITUTION OF CENTRAL COUNCIL OF

S.O. 804 (E) :—In exercise of the powers con" 
fcrrgd by article 263 cf the Constitution and in 
supersession of this Ministry's notification No. 
ZJ6011/13/89 B.P. dated 20th January, 1993 pub¬ 
lished in the Gazette cf India, Exiraordicaty Part-TI 
Section 3 Sub Ss^ction (ii) dated 22nd January, 1993, 
the president hereby constitutes the Central Council of 
Health and Family Welfare and defines the nature 
ot duties to bj performed by it and its organisation 
and procedure as follows, namely ;—

(iii) Eminent Individuals at (g) (ii) 1 to 8 shall 
normally be members of the Council for a 
period of two years. The Members of Lok 
Sabha shall be Members of the Council so 
long as they are members of Lok Sabha oi 
two years whichever is earlier, 

(iv) The Members of Rajya Sabha shall be 
Members of the Council so long as they are 
members of Rajya Sabha, or till 2nd 
December. 1995, whichever is earlier* 

(v) The travelling and daily allowances of non- 

official members for attending the meetings 
of the Council shall be regulated in 
accordance with the provision of Supplemen¬ 
tary Rule 190 and orders of the Government 
of India thereunder as issued fom time to 
time. 


[Part II— Sec. 3(ii)] 

(vi) The expenditure involved will be met from 
within the sanctioned budget grant for the 
purpose, 

(vii) Expert and technical adivsers to the Central 
Government and State Governments shall 
not be members of the Council and shall 
not have any right to vote when any decision 
is taken by it but shv.ll, if so required by 
the Council be in attendance at its meetings. 

(viii) Tlie Council shall have a secretarial staff 
consisting of a Secretary and such officers 
and officials as the Chairman may, with the 
approval of the Central Government, think 
fit to appoint, 

2. Nature of the duties to be performed by the 
council ;— 

The Council sht ll be an tdvisory body and in 
that capacity shall perform the following duties, 
namely:— 

(a) to consider and recommend broad lines of 

policy in regard to matters concerning Health 
and Family Welfare in all its aspects, such 
as the provision of remedial promotive 
and preventive care environmental hygiene, 
nutrition health education and the promotion 
of facilities for training and research ; 

(b) to make proposals for legislation in fields 
of activity relating to medical and public 
health and family welfare matters, laying down 
the pattern of development for the country 
as a whole ; 

(c) to examine the whole field of possible co-opera¬ 

tion on a wide basis in regard to Inter-State 
during times of festivals, out break of epide¬ 
mics and serious calamities such as earth¬ 
quakes and famines and to draw up a common 
programme of action; 

(d) to make recommendations to the Central 
Government regarding distribution of avail¬ 
able grants-in-aid for Health and Family 
Welfare purposes to the States and to review 
periodically the work accomplished in 
different areas through the utilisation of these 
grants-in-aid ; and 

(e) to establish any organisation or organsisations 

invested with appropriate functions for pro¬ 
moting and m untaining co-operation between 
the Central and State Health and Family 
Welarare administration. 
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3. Procedure of tlie Council. 

The Council shall in its> conduct of business ob¬ 
serve following procedure, namely 

(ii) the OuHicilsball nieol at least once in every 
year. 

{h\ it shall meet at such time and place as the 
Chairman may appoint in this behalf; 

(c) five membL-rs (including the Chairman) shall 

form the quorum for a meeting ot the Council 

(d) the Chairman and in his absence Vice-chair¬ 

man, vice-chairperson c>r such member as 
may be designated by the Chairman in thii^ 
behalf frenn among the members referred 
to in clause (d) of sub-paragraph (i) of para¬ 
graph I shall preside at the meeting. 


(c) all questions which may come up before the 
Council at meeting shall be decided by a 
majority oi’ vote of the members including 
the Chairman present at the meeting ; 

(f ) in case of equality of votes, the person presi¬ 
ding shall have a second or ca^tin^ vote ; 

(g) the Conned shall observe in the conduct 
of iu business such other procedure as it 
may with the approval of the Central Govern¬ 
ment lay down from lime to time.
